PATIONS OF THE PropLe, have been already laid before Parliament. Those now submitted 
relate to (III) Tae Ace; (IV.) Tae Epucation ; (V.) Tue Crvin or Consuaan 


Conpition ; (VI.) Tae Brrru-pLace; and (VIL) THe RELIGION oF THE PEOPLE. 


3. The task of tabulating the present Census has been both long and arduous ; 
and I feel pleasure in testifying to the zeal and assiduity of the gentlemen employed 
thereon, and in making special reference to the efficient superintendence of Mr. Corbett, 


one of the Secretaries attached to the late Census Commission. 


4. The tabular results of the various Censuses taken in this country have a 
permanent value, and extensive application will be made of them in the Registrar- 


General's future Statistical Reports.
